The Department of the Interior and National Defense makes known that 
following the decision taken by the Government of the Republic of Haiti to 
place the port and airfield facilities of the Republic eat the disposal of 
the Americen navel end air units in charge of the quarantine operation 
off the coasts of Cuba, the following sveps have been decided: 


1. = The units of the Coast Guard and of the Haitian Military Aviation 
bave received the order to intensify the surveillance patrols of the ter= 
ritory and coasts of the Republic; 


2. - The infantry forces of the Haitien Army together with the National 
- Security Volunteers (Volontaires de la Sécurité Nationale - VSN) are placed 
on alert status. . 


The Armed Forces General Stare will determine the specif fic methods for 
the strict execution of these orders. ᾿ ;
